The number of applications received was 
so much in exce;s of what was originally 
anticipated that the nuns found it necessary 
to not only renovate and reconstruct the 
old Manor Hoase, tut to erect wn entirely 
new house. 


The accompanying photogrinh gives a 
view of the front of this new building, 
which has been fitted with every modern 


equipment for the comfort and cate of the 
poor. 

As many of the old people are crippled 
and bed-ridden, flat roofs have been pro- 
vided, with access. from all *u woah aac 
dormitories and sittingrooms, so that those 
who cannot walk can be wheeled out on to 
same to enjoy the fresh air and beautiful 
views of the surrounding country. 


Few peoples can have any idea of the 
good work these nuns are doing, or of the 
joy and happiness they have brought to so 
many of these old people, who, until now, 
were unwanted and so badly cared.

Within the next few years some £50,000 
will be expended in building on a new site 
recently acquired in Cork on behalf of a Cork 
building syndicate. 

The sité is on the grounds of Sidney House, 
off Wellington road, which was recently pur- 
chased by a syndicate, and within the limits 
of its six acres it is intended to set out sites 
for over forty new residences, which, when 
completed, will represent an expenditure of 
some £50,000. 

Already four building firms are engaged in 
work on the site, and four houses have been 
completed, whilst four more are in course of 
erection. Jt is stated that leases for about 
twenty more houses have been taken out, and 
when work is gone ahead with on these, the 
scheme will encompass over half the number 
of houses it is intended to build on the site. 

Sidney House itself is over a century old, 
the first residents being James and William 
Penrose, members of an old Quaker family. 
It changed hands several times, eventually 
being vested in Mr. Victor Beare Fitzgibbon 
in 1864, and still later becoming the property 
of Mr. Samuel Hill, the well-known buwilder. 
In 1918 it was occupied by British forces, and 
following the Treaty and the occupying of 
Cork by the Free State forces it was held 
by the National troops. For the oe seven 
years, however, it has been in the hands of a 
caretaker, 

It is estimated that the house originally 
cost £5,000 to build, but it is now to be 
demolished to make room for the more modern 
residences embraced under the syndicate 
scheme. An interesting point worthy of note 
is that the deeds of Sidney House show that 
over one hundred years ago the then owner 
contemplated a building scheme on the site 
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specifications.
